11:39 pm, ori April 14th, 
1912, was what might be 
called a cusp of fate — one of 
those rare moments which 
signals the end of one era =>nd 
the beginning of another. Prior 
to this night, there had been 
almost 100 years of peace; life 
was exciting and full of diver- 
sions, if you were lucky 
enough to be among the well 
off. These were the days 
before the first great war 
which would thereafter unde- 
rmine any certainty, any com- 
plete peace of mind. It has 
been called the classic greek 
tragedy because fate came 
together with so many seemi- 
ngly unimportant circumstan- 
ces, that, had any one of 
which been missing, would 
have averted that moment. 
The very rich and the refugee, 
side by side, facing something 
that came out of the darkness, 
and impossibility, unthinkable 



unreal in its consequences, 
but unfortunatly, painfully re- 
al. 

There had been warnings 
earlier, but none bothered to

So states an information 
sheet on Malawi handed out 
by the World University Ser- 
vice of Canada (WUSC), an 
organization that will have 
recruiters on Laurentian's cam- 
pus Tuesday and Wednesday, 
January 12th and 13th. WUSC 
is hoping to fill 200 teaching 
positions in developing world 
countries, including Malawi, 
Nigeria, Zimbabwe, Botswana, 
Lesotho, Swaziland, Gabom 
and the Comores Islands.

after an absence of some five 
years. Dr. Mount's association 
with WUSC began in the early 
70's when he was asked to 
attend a travelling WUSC 
seminar in Columbia as a 
faculty advisor. Since that 
time, until a sabbatical in 
75-76, Mount organized one or 
two Laurnetian students' part- 
cipation on further travelling 

seminars. 

The seminars conducted by 
WUSC have included such 
diverse places as Columbia, 
Peru and the West Indies, 
areas in the forefront of world 
news. Mount stressed the 
educational nature of the 
seminars, nothing that stud- 
ents met with government and 
military officials, journalists 
and students, for an invaluable 
and complete learning exper- 
ience. 

No Laurentian students 
have participated in semiti- 
ars for some years now, but 



Mount hopes to revrve the 
WUSC service back on camp- 
us. He noted, however, that 
the WUSC recruiters coming 
to Laurentian will be here for 
an entirely different reason. 
WUSC has been involved since 
1939 in educational program- 
mes both in Canada and 
developimg countries, helping 
to provide teachers and tech- 
nical addistance whenever 

possible. 

Teaching positions are m 

both francophone and anglo- 
phone Africa, and in many 
cases, teaching certificates are 
not required. The positions are 
generally two years in dura 
tion, but some are three year 
terms. Money is not high by 
Canadian standards, but the 



prnctice is generally to place 
teachers in financiai positrons 
equivalent to the middle class 
standard of each country. 
Travel and relocation allow- 
ances are offered, as well as 
health benefits, and often, 
rent free housing.

The Federal Government's 
Contribution to Education 

The Government of Canada 
shoulders the major cost of 
post-secondary education. 

Under the 1977 agreement, 
the national government is 
contributing over $3 billion to 
the operating costs of post- 
secondary education in 1981- 
82. That amounts approxi- 
mately to 56 per cent of the 
total operating cost of post- 
secondary institutions. 

The Government of Cana- 
da also contributes over $2 
billion for students loans, 
research grants, occupational 
training and other items Invol- 
ved in post-secondary and 



other education. 

These are the facts. Unfort- 
unately, Canada's 1.5 million 
full and part-time students 
attending universities and co- 
mmunity colleges have been 
often fed rumours and distor- 
tions by parties employing 
scare tactics for political ends. 
Federal Government Concerns 

At the same time, the 
Federal Government is concer- 
ned about present arrange- 
ments for the funding of post- 
secondary education. We are 
concerned about the incr- 
easing share of the support for 



provinces, and the decreasing 
share of the operating cost of 
post-secondary institutions be- 
ing paid by some provinces. If 
an increasing amount of avail- 
able Federal funds continues 

to be used in this manner, 
there will be correspondingly 

less ■ money available for 
direct Federal programs desig- 
ned to achieve national goals 
and objectives.
